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FOREWORD 

This publication contains a list of treaties and other international agreements to which the 
United States has become a party and which are carried on the records of the Department of 
State as being in force on January 1, 1969. It includes those treaties and other agreements 
which on that date had not expired by their terms or had not been denounced by the parties, 
replaced or superseded by other agreements, or otherwise definitely terminated. 

The title "Treaties in Force" uses the term "treaties" in its generic sense as referring to 
all international agreements of the United States. In restricted usage in the United States the 
word "treaties" signifies international agreements made by the President by and with the advice 
and consent of the Senate, two-thirds of the Senators present concurring therein (Constitution of 
the United States, article II, section 2). In addition to listing such "treaties", this publication 
lists agreements in force between the United States and foreign countries which have been made 
by the Executive (a) pursuant to or in accordance with existing legislation or a treaty, (b) subject 
to Congressional approval or implementation, or (c) under and in accordance with the President's 
Constitutional power. 

Arrangement 

The list is arranged in two parts, followed by an appendix. Part 1 includes bilateral treaties 
and other agreements listed by country or other political entity, with subject headings under 
each country or other entity. Postal arrangements with territorial possessions of a country 
appear at the end of the appropriate country listing. 

Part 2 includes multilateral treaties and other agreements, arranged by subject headings, 
together with a list of the states which are parties to each agreement. In some cases status 
charts covering a number of closely related agreements indicate the states parties to such 
related agreements. The inclusion of the names of certain states or of certain regimes in 
these listings is not intended to imply recognition of them by the United States. 

A consolidated tabulation of documents affecting international copyright relations of the 
United States is given in the appendix. This tabulation includes, in addition to treaties and 
conventions, listed under appropriate country and subject headings in the main list, proclamations 
issued with respect to copyright relations. Exchanges of notes which preceded or accompanied 
various proclamations are included in the main list only. 

Status of Treaties and Other Agreements 

In formulating the list contained in this publication, the Department has not undertaken to 
pass upon the question of the extent to which a state of war between the United States and any 
foreign country has affected the operation of treaty provisions. However, recognition has been 
given to determinations made by the Supreme Court of the United States with respect to the 
effect of war on treaty provisions. (See, for example, Society for the Propagation of the Gospel 
v. Town of New Haven, 8 Wheat. 464; Karnuth v. UnitedHStates ex rel. Albro7 z79 U.S. 231y, 

Certain agreements concerned with wartime or occupational matters which contain continuing 
provisions or which have not clearly been terminated in their entirety are included in the list 
even though operations under the agreements may have ceased. 

In case of new countries, the absence of a listing for the country, or the absence of any 
particular treaty, should not be regarded as an absolute determination that a certain treaty or 
certain treaties are not in force.

"2. Since, however, it is likely 
that by virtue of customary inter- 
national law certain treaties may have 
lapsed at the date of independence of 
Barbados, it seems essential that each 
treaty should be subjected to legal 
examination. It is proposed after 
this examination has been completed, 
to indicate which, if any, of the 
treaties which may have lapsed by 
customary international law the 
Government of Barbados wishes to treat 
as having lapsed. 

"3. It is desired that it be 
presumed that each treaty has been 
legally succeeded to by Barbados and 
that action be based on this presump- 
tion until a decision is reached that 
it should be regarded as having 
lapsed. Should the Government of 
Barbados be of the opinion that it has 
legally succeeded to a treaty and 
wishes to terminate the operation of 
the treaty, it will in due course give 
notice of termination in the terms 
thereof. "

On May 26, 1966, Guyana (former British 
Guiana) became an independent state. In a 
letter dated June 30, 1966 to the Secretary 
General of the United Nations, the Prime 
Minister of Guyana made a statement reading 
in part as follows: 

"I have the honour to inform you that the 
Government of Guyana, conscious of the 
desirability of maintaining existing legal 
relationships, and conscious of its obligations 
under international law to honour its treaty 
commitments, acknowledges that many treaty 
rights and obligations of the Government of 
the United Kingdom in respect of British 
Guiana were succeeded to by Guyana upon 
independence by virtue of customary inter- 
national law. 

"2. Since, however, it is likely that by 
virtue of customary international law certain 
treaties may have lapsed at the date of 
independence of Guyana, it seems essential 
that each treaty should be subjected to legal 
examination. It is proposed after this exam- 
ination has been completed, to indicate which, 
if any, of the treaties which may have lapsed 
by customary international law the Govern- 
ment of Guyana wishes to treat as having 
lapsed. 

"3. As a result, the manner in which 
British Guiana was acquired by the British 
Crown, and its history previous to that date, 
consideration will have to be given to the 
question which, if any, treaties contracted 
previous to 1804 remain in force by virtue of 
customary international law. 

"4. It is desired that it be presumed that 
each treaty has been legally succeeded to by 
Guyana and that action be based on this pre- 
sumption until a decision is reached that it 
should be regarded as having lapsed. Should 
the Government of Guyana be of the opinion 
that it has legally succeeded to a treaty and 
wishes to terminate the operation of the treaty, 
it will in due course give notice of termination 
in the terms thereof. n

On January 31 > 1968 Nauru became 
an independent state. In a note dated 
May 28, 1968 to the Secretary-General 
of the United Nations, the Chief Secre- 
tary made a statement reading in part 
as follows: 

"Prior to Nauru attaining inde- 
pendence on 31st January, 1968, treaty- 
relationships were entered into, on 
its behalf, by the Government of the 
Commonwealth of Australia. The Govern- 
ment of Nauru now wishes to make clear 
its position in regard to obligations 
arising from those treaties entered 
into prior to 31st January, 1968 by 
the Government of the Commonwealth of 
Australia, and accordingly makes the 
following declarations. 



"In respect of all bilateral trea- 
ties validly- concluded by Australia on 
behalf of Nauru, or validly applied or 
extended by Australia to Nauru, before 
31st January, 1968, the Government of 
Nauru will continue, on a basis of rec- 
iprocity, to apply the terms of such 
treaties for a period of twenty-four 
months unless such treaties are abro- 
gated or modified earlier by agreement 
with the other contracting parties. At 
the expiration of this period the Gov- 
ernment of Nauru will regard each such 
treaty as having terminated unless it 
has earlier agreed with the other con- 
tracting party to continue that treaty 
in existence.

ZAMBIA 



On October 24, 1964, Zambia (former 
Northern Rhodesia) became an independent 
state. In a note dated September 1, 1965 to 
the Secretary General of the United Nations, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs of Zambia 
made a Declaration reading in part as 
follows : 

"I have the honour to inform you that the 
Government of Zambia, conscious of the 
desirability of maintaining existing legal re- 
lationships, and conscious of its obligations 
under international law to honour its treaty 
commitments acknowledges that many treaty 
rights and obligations of the Government of 
the United Kingdom in respect of Northern 
Rhodesia were succeeded to by Zambia upon 
independence by virtue of customary interna- 
tional law. 

"Since, however, it is likely that in virtue 
of customary international law certain trea- 
ties may have lapsed at the date of independ- 
ence of Zambia, it seems essential that each 
treaty should be subjected to legal examina- 
tion. It is proposed after this examination 
has been completed, to indicate which, if any, 
of the treaties which may have lapsed by 
customary international law the Government 
of Zambia wishes to treat as having lapsed. 

"The question of Zambia's succession to 
treaties is complicated by legal questions 
arising from the entrustment of external 
affairs powers to the former Federation of 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland. Until these ques- 
tions have been resolved it will remain un- 
clear to what extent Zambia remains affected 
by the treaties contracted by the former Fed- 
eration. 
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"It is desired that it be presumed that 
each treaty has been legally succeeded to by 
Zambia and that action be based on this pre- 
sumption until a decision is reached that it 
should be regarded as having lapsed. Should 
the Government of Zambia be of the opinion 
that it has legally succeeded to a treaty, and 
wishes to terminate the operation of the 
treaty, it will in due course give notice of 
termination in the terms thereof."

By virtue of presidential proclamations, 
treaties, and conventions, the United States 
has established copyright relations with vari- 
ous other countries. This appendix is an 
attempt to present a complete and annotated 
list of those countries. Treaties and conven- 
tions on the subject of copyright relations in 
force January 1, 1961*. are also included in 
the preceding pages under appropriate country 
or subject headings. 

Proclamations by the President of the 
United States extending copyright protection, 
upon compliance with the provisions of the 
United States copyright law, to the works of 
foreign authors prior to July 1, 1909, were 
issued pursuant to section 13 of the Act of 
March 3, 1891 (26 Stat. 1106) and those issued 
subsequent to July 1, 1909, were issued under 
the provisions of sections 1(e) and 8(b) of the 
Act of March 4, 1909 (35 Stat. 1075) and as 
later amended. Section 8(b) was amended by 
the Act of December 18, 1919 (41 Stat. 368) 
and the Act of September 25, 1941 (55 Stat. 
732). Those sections of the Act of March 4, 
1909, as amended, became sections 1(e) and 
9(b), respectively, of Title 17 of the United 
States Code when it was codified and enacted 
into positive law by the Act of July 30, 1947 
(61 Stat. 652). A number of the proclamations 
were preceded or accompanied by exchanges 
of diplomatic notes which served as the basis 
for their issuance. Such exchanges of notes, 
if in force January 1, 1958, and if printed in 
the official pamphlet series, are included in 
the preceding pages under appropriate country 
and subject headings. 

The period for compliance with the condi- 
tions and formalities prescribed by the copy- 
right law was extended by proclamation with 
respect to certain works in the case of a 
number of countries because of the disruption 
or suspension of facilities essential for such 
compliance during World War I and World 
War II. In the case of World War I this 
period was extended by proclamations issued 
under the Act of December 18, 1919 (41 Stat. 
368) to fifteen months after the proclamation 
of peace,. as to works published after August 1, 
1914, and before the proclamation of peace. 
In the case of World War II, this period was 
extended by proclamations issued under the 
Act of September 25, 1941 (55 Stat. 732) 
until such time as terminated or suspended, 
either by the terms of the proclamation itself 
or by the issuance of a subsequent proclama- 
tion. A number of the proclamations issued 



under the 1919 Act and all of the proclama- 
tions issued under the 1941 Act or section 
9(b) of Title 17 of the United States Code 
refer to rights previously granted.

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References: 

1. The proclamations of July 1, 1891 and April 9, 1910 apply to "Great Britain and the British 
possessions", but the proclamations of January 1, 1915 and April 10, 1920 specifically except 
Australia, Canada, Newfoundland, New Zealand and South Africa. The proclamations of 
March 10, 1944 and May 26, 1950 enumerate the various British territories to which they 
apply, excluding the areas specifically excepted in the proclamations of 1915 and 1920. Procla- 
mations establishing individual copyright relations with Australia, Canada, Ireland, New Zealand, 
Palestine, and South Africa are listed separately. (See also footnotes 2, 11, 12.) 

The proclamation of December 27, 1923 regarding Canada is considered as applying to Newfound- 
land at the present time. 

The copyright proclamations of July 1, 1891, April 9, 1910, January 1, 1915, April 10, 1920, 
and March 10, 1944 regarding Great Britain and possessions each applied when issued to the 
areas now within the boundaries of Burma, Ceylon, India, and Pakistan. See footnote 10 with 
respect to India. No announcement has been made as to the application of the proclamations to 
Burma, Ceylon, and Pakistan since they acquired their new status. 

2. The proclamation of December 29, 1949 extends for one year from its date the period of time 
for compliance by citizens of Australia with the conditions and formalities prescribed by the 
copyright law of the United States. 

3. The United States entered into treaties restoring friendly relations with Austria, Germany, 
and Hungary at Vienna on August 24, 1921 (42 Stat. 1946; TS 659); at Berlin on August 25, 1921 
(42 Stat. 1939; TS 658) and at Budapest on August 29, 1921 (42 Stat. 1951; TS 610), respectively. 
By virtue of these treaties the United States became entitled to the benefits of the provisions 
relative to copyright protection in the treaties of peace signed by Austria, Germany and Hungary 
at Saint- Germain- en- Laye on September 10, 1919, at Versailles on June 28, 1919, and at 
Trianon on June 4, 1920, respectively. (See also footnote 7.) 

4. The Treaty of Friendship, Commerce and Navigation (Art. IX) together with the Protocol 
(par. 5) signed at Nanking November 4, 1946, and the reservation and understandings in the 
ratification by the United States (TIAS 1871) govern present copyright relations between the 
United States and China. Although Article XXIX of this Treaty lists the earlier Treaty as to 
Commercial Relations signed at Shanghai October 8, 1903 (33 Stat. 2208, TS 430) as superseded 
by the 1946 Treaty, the ratification by the United States provides in part that the 1946 Treaty is 
subject to the following reservation and understandings: "The Government of the United States 
of America does not accept Section 5 (c) of the Protocol relating to protection against transla- 
tions of literary and artistic works, and with the understanding that United States interests in 
this respect will be interpreted in accordance with the provisions of the Treaty as to Commercial 
Relations signed at Shanghai, October 8, 1903, until further negotiations and agreement concern- 
ing translations are forthcoming." 

5. Treaties and Conventions containing provisions relative to copyright protection in territories 
ceded to the United States are not included in this table: for example, the Treaty of Peace with 
Spain signed at Paris December 10, 1898 (30 Stat. 1754; TS 343), Art. XIII (see also footnote 25); 
and the Convention with Denmark for the Cession to the United States of the Danish West Indies, 
signed at New York, August 4, 1916 (39 Stat. 1706; TS 629), Art. 9. 

6. The Department of State has made no announcement as to the application of the proclama- 
tions of July 1, 1891, April 9, 1910, May 24, 1918, and March 27, 1947 to Cambodia, Laos, and 
Viet-Nam. 

7. Copyright Convention signed at Budapest January 30, 1912 (TS 571). This Convention was 
continued in force following World War I by notice given by the United States on May 27, 1922 to 
Hungary in pursuance of Article 224 of the Treaty of Trianon concluded on June 4, 1920 (III Red- 
mond 3539), to the benefits of which the United States became entitled by the Treaty of August 29, 
1921 establishing friendly relations between the United States and Hungary (42 Stat. 1951; TS 660), 
The Convention of 1912 was kept in force or revived following World War II by notice given on 
March 9, 1948 by the United States to Hungary pursuant to Article 10 of the Treaty of Peace with 
Hungary (61 Stat. 2065; Department of State Bulletin March 21, 1948; p. 382).

8. Treaty of Peace with Hungary (Annex IV A) dated at Paris February 10, 1947 (TIAS 1651). 

9. Except with respect to rights of third parties, the provisions relating to protection of copy- 
right in the annexes to the Treaties of Peace with Hungary, Italy, and Rumania dated at Paris 
February 10, 1947, are bilateral in character. For example, the provisions of Annex IV A of 
the Treaty of Peace with Hungary relate, in general, to copyright relations between Hungary, on 
the one part, and each of the other ratifying or adhering States, on the other part. Those pro- 
visions do not pertain to copyright relations between those other States, except for third party 
rights (see also footnotes 13 and 19). Annex IV of the Treaty of Peace with Bulgaria dated at 
Paris February 10, 1947 (61 Stat. 1915; TIAS 1650) contains similar provisions; however, there 
are no general copyright relations ^tween the United States and Bulgaria. 

10. The proclamation of October 21, 1954 affirms the existence of copyright relations with India 
after August 15, 1947 (the effective date of the Indian Independence Act), as before that date 
(see footnote 1). 

11. The Department of State has determined that the entry into force on April 18, 1949 of the 
Republic of Ireland Act had no effect upon the proclamation of September 28, 1929 regarding the 
Irish Free State (Eire). Copyright relations with Ireland are therefore governed by that procla- 
mation (see also footnote 1). 

12. The proclamations of March 10, 1944 and May 26, 1950 regarding Great Britain and posses- 
sions, also specifically refer to Palestine, excluding Trans-Jordan. 

13. The exchanges of notes between the United States and Italy, on the basis of which the proclama- 
tions of October 31, 1892 and May 1, 1915 were issued, were the subject of a note delivered on 
March 12, 1948 to the Italian Foreign Office by the American Embassy at Rome with respect to 
prewar bilateral treaites and other international agreements which the United States desired to 
keep in force or revive pursuant to Article 44 of the Treaty of Peace with Italy. The note stated 

in part "that the Government of the United States of America wishes to include the reciprocal 
copyright arrangement between the United States and Italy effected pursuant to the exchange of 
notes signed at Washington October 28, 1892 and the exchange of notes signed at Washington 
September 2, 1914, February 12, March 4 and March 11, 1915, among the prewar bilateral 
treaties and other international agreements with Italy which the United States desires to keep in 
force or revive. Accordingly, it is understood that the aforementioned arrangement will continue 
in force and that the Government of each country will extend to the nationals of the other country 
treatment as favorable with respect to copyright as was contemplated at the time the arrangement 
was entered into by the two countries". (Department of State Bulletin, April 4, 1948, p. 455.) 

14. Treaty of Peace with Italy (Annex XV. A) dated at Paris January 10, 1947 (TIAS 1648). 

15. Copyright convention, signed at Tokyo November 10, 1905 (TS 450). 

This convention is considered as having been abrogated on April 22, 1953, pursuant to the 
provisions of Article 7 of the Treaty of Peace with Japan signed at San Francisco September 8, 
1951 (TIAS 2490), since it was not included in the notification which was given on behalf of the 
United States Government to the Japanese Government on April 22, 1953, indicating the prewar 
bilateral treaties or conventions which the United States wished to continue in force or revive. 

16. Convention between the United States and Japan for reciprocal protection of inventions, 
designs, trade marks and copyrights in China and other countries where either contracting party 
may exercise extraterritorial jurisdiction, signed at Washington May 19, 1908 (TS 507). 

This convention is considered as having been abrogated on April 22, 1953, pursuant to the 
provisions of Article 7 of the Treaty of Peace with Japan signed at San Francisco September 8, 
1951 (TIAS 2490), since it was not included in the notification which was given on behalf of the 
United States Government to the Japanese Government on April 22, 1953, indicating the prewar 
bilateral treaties or conventions which the United States wished to continue in force or revive. 
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17. Treaty of Peace with Japan (Articles 12, 14 and 15) signed at San Francisco September 8, 
1951 (TIAS 2490). (See also footnotes 15, 16 and 19.) 

18. The proclamation of November 10, 1953 extends benefits under the copyright law for a period 
of four years from the coming into force of the Treaty of Peace with Japan (TIAS 2490). That 
period expired April 28, 1956. 

19. Copyright Convention with Japan for reciprocal protection in Korea of inventions, designs, 
trademarks and copyrights signed at Washington May 19, 1908 (TS 506). 

This convention is considered as having been abrogated on April 22, 1953, pursuant to the 
provisions of Article 7 of the Treaty of Peace with Japan signed at San Francisco September 8, 
1951 (TIAS 2490), since it was not included in the notification which was given on behalf of the 
United States Government to the Japanese Government on April 22, 1953, indicating the prewar 
bilateral treaties or conventions which the United States wished to continue in force or revive. 

20. The Department of State has made no announcement as to the application of the proclamations 
of November 20, 1899, April 9, 1910 and February 26, 1923 to Indonesia since it acquired its 
new status. 

21. An instrument of accession was deposited by the Philippine Government August 19, 1955. In 
a communication received by the State Department January 17, 1956, UNESCO stated that by a 
note dated November 14, 1955, the Philippine Government informed the Director General that 
"the President of the... Philippines has directed the withdrawal of the... accession... to the Univer- 
sal Copyright Convention prior to the date of November 19, 1955, at which time the Convention 
would become effective" for the Philippines. The Director General notified the Philippine 
Government that he "proposed to submit their communication to the States concerned, upon whom 
it is incumbent to declare what legal inference they intend to draw from it." 

22. In a note delivered February 26, 1948 to the Rumanian Minister for Foreign Affairs by the 
American Minister at Bucharest with respect to prewar bilateral treaties and other international 
agreements which the United States desired to keep in force or revive pursuant to Article 10 of 
the Treaty of Peace with Rumania (see footnotes 9 and 24), the following statement was made re- 
garding the proclamation of May 14, 1928 and the exchange of notes on which it is based: "It 
shall be understood that the reciprocal copyright arrangement between the United States and 
Rumania effected pursuant to the exchange of notes signed at Bucharest May 13 and October 13, 
1928 and at Washington May 12 and 19, 1928 and the proclamation issued May 14, 1928 by the 
President of the United States of America will continue in force." (Department of State Bulletin, 
March 14, 1948, p. 356). 

23. Treaty of Peace with Rumania, dated at Paris, February 10, 1947 (TIAS 1649). 

24. The proclamation of July 10, 1895 regarding Spain was based upon an arrangement between 
the United States and Spain effected by an exchange of notes signed at Washington July 6 and 15, 
1895. An agreement restoring the arrangement of July 6 and 15, 1895 was effected by an ex- 
change of notes signed at Madrid January 29 and November 18 and 26, 1902 (II Malloy 1710), 
following the Treaty of Peace between the United States and Spain signed at Paris December 10, 
1898 (30 Stat. 1754; TS 343). The latter treaty also contains in Article XIII the following provi- 
sions: "The rights of property secured by copyrights and patents acquired by Spaniards in the 
Island of Cuba, and inPuerto Rico, the Philippines and other ceded territories, at the time of the 
exchange of ratifications of this treaty, shall continue to be respected. Spanish scientific, literary 
and artistic works, not subversive of public order in the territories in question, shall continue 

to be admitted free of duty into such territories, for the period of ten years, to be reckoned from 
the date of the exchange of ratifications of this treaty." 
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25. Treaty of friendship, commerce and navigation, protocol and exchanges of notes, signed at 
Bangkok November 13, 1937 (Art. 9 of the Treaty) (TS 940). This treaty replaces the treaty of 
friendship, commerce and navigation between the United States and Thailand signed at Washington 
December 16, 1920 (TS 655), Article XII of which contains provisions relating to copyright pro- 
tection. 
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
